Mine Detector Used— Officer* and ReiidenU of Area Pick 


Earth Loose, W ith D irt Carefully Sifted — I* af .38 
Calibre — Is Yet To Be Determined lf It Could Have 
Been Fired From A Lu gar. 


C R O Y D O N , M ay 24 — The bullet believed to have 
caused the death of David Sklar, president and part-owner 
of the Safe Food Market here. Friday evening, wa* found 
yesterday afternoon at about four o'clock. The finding of 
the bullet ended a carefully-planned anti systematic search 
of the ground on which Sklar is supposed to have fallen, 
and where he was shot. 
Pennsylvania State Police from Langhorne hnrrackj, 
Bucks County Detective, and a number of individuals par­ 
ticipated in the search for the bullet. ( pl. Charles Jones, 
State Police, Langhorne, and Hucks C m inty Detective 
Fred Kohler, assisted by Francis Sender, brother of 
Township Chief of Police Joseph Sender, and rrank N. 
Thomas, a nearby resident, along with others, dug into the 
ground and finally unearthed the bullet. 
The bullet is of .38 calibre. according to state police, 
and whether it could have been fired from the Lugftr found 
near the hold-up scene is yet to be determined, police say.
